The  medical  care  industry  b  shifting  lu  eoocen- 
t  ration  from  saving  lives  to  being  more  concerned 
about  the  quality  of  a  patient'*  future  life,  according 
to  the  adminiitrator  of  UUh  Valley  Regional 
Medical  Center. 

Speaking  to  a  meeting  of  the  Provo  Area  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce,  Mark  Howard  explained  there 
will  be  more  change*  in  health  care  during  the  next 
five  year*  than  there  have  been  In  the  put  30  years. 

Howard  cited  four  influence*  that  will  be  re- 
tponalble  for  future  change*  in  the  w-orld  of  medical 
care:  a  decrease  in  the  amount  of  money  available, 
change*  in  how  neaith  *emce*  are  made  available, 
a  growing  surplus  of  phyaician*.  and  the  increaaing 
co*ta  of  wilding  hospital*. 

How  ard  said  a  decrease  In  the  amount  of  money 
available  for  dramatic  lifesaving  effort*  has  already 
begun  to  have  an  effect  on  the  industry.

According  to  the  hospital  administrator, 
methods  of  dclivrrin  health  care  service*  are 
changing  from  traditional  appointment  systems  to 
more  convenient  clinics  with  longer  hours  sod  more 
locations. 

Ho  want  compared  the  future  proliferation  of 
neighborhood  health  clinics  to  the  growth  of  some 
fast-food  chains.  He  said  Jack-in-the-Box  res¬ 
taurants  “on  every  comer”  could  be  accompanied 
by  "Doc  in-lhe-Box”  clinic*  in  every  neighborhood. 

The  third  factor  the  administrator  spoke  about 
was  a  continuing  trend  of  more  doctors  in  the  na¬ 
tion.  Since  11*75.  there  was  one  doctor  for  every  714 
people  in  the  United  Slate*.  Howard  said. 

That  number  has  now  shifted  to  only  521  people 
per  physician,  snd  will  eventually  result  in  the  na¬ 
tion  having  93,000  more  doctors  than  the  country 
need*  by  1990.  he  explained.  Competition  for  pa¬ 
tient*  will  make  neighborhood  dinks  snd  health 
maintenance  organization*  attractive  way*  for  doc¬ 
tor*  to  get  and  keep  patient*. 

Fourth  on  How  ard's  list  of  changing  force*  was 
the  increasing  cost  of  building  new  hospitals. 
UVRMC,  for  example,  is  paying  1101,000  every 
month  for  Just  the  interest  on  the  bonds  which 
funded  its  expansion  in  1075.

While  high  demand  may  be  characteristic  of  the 
current  teaching  field,  high  income  is  not.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  National  Education  Association,  public 
elementary  school  teachers  aerraged  slightly  over 
CO.UOO  a  year  in  19K2-KI.  while  |>ublic  secondary 
school  teacher*  earned  about  $21,000. 

Salaries  for  new  teachers  are  much  lower.  For 
teacher*  with  only  bachelor's  degree*,  average 
starting  salaries  range  from  $11300  in  the  North¬ 
east  to  $14,375  in  the  Far  West,  according  to  the 
report  by  ASCUS. 

“1  recently  came  across  some  teacher  job  o|*-n- 
ings  in  Salt  Lake  that  w  ere  paying  around  $14,000," 
he  said.  “At  the  same  lime,  we  got  *  notice  for  a 
custodial  opening.  That  Job  was  paying  $17,000.“  j 

The  prospect  of  low  pay  discourage*  many  from 
entering  education,  especially  men.  said  Hansen.  I 
"There  are  loo  few  men.  especially  in  elementary  \ 
education,  because  it  is  really  only  a  secondary 
income.  It  is  especially  tough  for  a  married  man 
who  want*  a  family.

When  great  name*  of  human  right* 
leader*  »uch  aa  Martin  Luther  King 
Jr..  Ghandi  and  Lech  Walesa  are 
mentioned,  Desmond  Mpilo  Tutu  — 
the  l9tM  Nobel  Peace  Prize  recipient 
—  should  definitely  be  included. 

In  his  peaceful  battle  against  apar¬ 
theid  in  South  Africa,  Tutu.  52.  has 
proven  himaelf  worthy  of  the  annual 
honor.  It  is  not  only  a  tribute  to  him. 
but  also  to  hi*  fellow  black  South  Afri¬ 
cans  whose  rights  he  fight*  for.  He 
will  not  passively  settle  for  the  strict 
racial  segregation  and  discrimination 
that  has  prevailed  in  the  country'  for 
many  year*  —  the  country  that  origi¬ 
nally  belonged  to  his  ancestors. 

As  a  btshop  m  the  Angbcan  Church. 
Tutu  has  been  courageously  out- 
spoken  in  a  nonviolent  manner  when 
giving  his  message  of  equals  rights  for 
black*  In  South  Africa.  Time  maga¬ 
zine  called  him  a  “prophet  without 
honor*  in  hi*  own  country  —  a  fitting 
title  for  the  activist. 

Tutu  is  not  allowed  to  leave  hia 
country  without  special  permission 
from  tne  government.  Some  people, 
both  white  snd  black,  say  he  is  a  radic¬ 
al.  But  he  believes  something  must  be 
done  to  bring  equality  and  a  sharing  in 
the  government's  power  to  black 
Africans.  As  it  stands  now,  the  1H 
percent  white  population  votes  for 
government  leaders,  excluding  the 
black  majority  of  the  country’s 
population. 

The  prize  money  of  about  $195,000 
Tutu  will  contribute  to  a  scholarship 
fund  for  young  black  Africans.  This 
w  ell-deserved  Nobel  Peace  Prize  has 
come  to  Tutu  from  outside  his  own 
country — a  country  which  may  never 
give  hun  any  honor.  Time  reported 
that  much  of  white  South  Africa 
reacted  grumpily  or  indifferently  to 
the  news  of  Tutu's  award. 

But  in  one  of  Tutu's  speeches  from 
his  book.  "Hope  ami  Suffering."  he 
gave  a  statement  that  seems  to  sum 
up  where  he  stands  in  his  human 
rights  effort:  "The  most  awful  thing 
that  they  can  do  is  to  kill  me.  and 
death  is  not  the  worst  thing  that  could 
happen  to  a  Christian." 

All  one  can  say  to  that  is  “Amen." 
And  if  more  people  like  Tutu  will 
peacfrillv  fight  for  human  rights,  free¬ 
dom  and  equality  may  one  day  be  en¬ 
joyed  by  all  people —black  ami  white.

Stress  of  finals 
can  be  relieved 


The  preasure  of  studying  for  final*  and  completing  final  projects  and 
term  paper*  can  lead  to  a  variety  of  illnesses. 

The  cause  for  the  moat  of  these  ill-timed  sicknesses  is  related  pri¬ 
marily  to  stress.  For  the  past  10  years  a  number  of  books,  magazines 
and  even  movies  have  dealt  with  stress,  yet  each  year  more  and  more 
cases  of  stress-related  diseases  turn  up. 

According  to  Dr.  L.  John  Mason,  author  of  the  book  "Guide  to  Stress 
Reduction"  and  reknow-ned  medical  consultant,  tension  head-ches, 
back  pain,  neck  and  shoulder  pain,  digestive  snd  abdominal  disorders, 
and  anxiety  are  .  uU  a  few  of  the 
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stress-related  illnesses  that

without  the  tension  of  opposing  muscles  that  balance  each  other  and 
keep  the  system  erect.  Eating  puts  some  stress  on  the  digestive 
system;  exercise  puts  stress  on  the  cardiovascular  system.  With  nor¬ 
mal  stress,  the  overall!  psychological  equilibrium  is  maintained.  What 
is  important  is  to  distinguish  stress  and  then  learn  how  to  cope  with  it. 

Some  students  coping  with  final  exams  tend  to  spend  more  time 
worrying  about  finals  than  actually  studying  for  them.  Insomnia  is 
frequently  s  result.  Students  who  worry  so  much  about  an  upcoming 
test  cant  get  enough  rest  to  be  mentally  and  physically  prepared  to 
take  the  exam  ana  thus  do  poorly.  Beniamin  Y  ranklin'*  old  adage 
"Early  to  bed,  early  to  rise,  makes  a  man  healthy,  wealthy,  and  wise" 
holds  true.  Students  who  are  well-rested  before  taking  an  exam  do 
much  better  than  students  who  stay  up  all  night  cramming  for  a  test 
the  next  day. 

While  lack  cf  sleep  can  be  detrimental  to  a  student  in  taking  an 
exam,  it  is  important  to  point  out  that  oversleeping  can  have  the  same 
affect.  Oversleeping  essentially  causes  the  same  degree  of  fatigue  that 
a  lack  of  sleep  produces. 

According  to  psychologists,  during  sleep  the  mind  goes  over  that 
which  waa  studied  most  recently.  Psychologist*  who  study  sleep  pat¬ 
terns  and  dreams  find  thatthose  who  have  been  studying  tend  to 
dream  about  the  last  thing  they  read,  study,  hear  or  simply  think 
about.  Therefore,  the  degree  of  having  a  nightmare  after  watching  a 
horror  movie  is  greatly  increased.  Also,  students  who  study  material 
for  a  test  the  next  day  before  they  go  to  bed  will  tend  to  do  better  as  the 
mind  keeps  the  knowledge  refreshed  during  sleep. 

According  to  Dr.  Mason,  control  of  bresthing  is  the  first  step  in 
controlling  stress.  Mason  says  a  person  should  take  at  least  20  deep 
breaths  a  day.  Deep  breathing  allows  relaxation  which  cuts  down  on 
stress.  Evidence  indicates  that  when  some  people  are  in  a  stressful 
situation  it  is  difficult  to  breathe,  therefore,  learning  to  breathe  effec¬ 
tively  is  vital. 

Part  of  learning  to  breathe  effectively  is  to  develop  relaxation  exer¬ 
cises.  Many  drama  directors  tell  their  actors  and  actresses  before  a 

Kformance  to  lie  down  and  concentrate  on  each  part  of  their  body. 

b  by  limb.  They  are  told  to  tighten  an  arm  and  after  a  few  seconds 
slowly  let  go.  The  tension  drains  from  the  arm  and  it  is  totally  relaxed. 
This  process  Is  repeated  throughout  the  entire  body  and  leads  to  a 
greater  amount  of  energy  for  uie  stage.
